Highway Agents Report 


The question of labor the past year was a perplexing prob- 
lem. For the want of suitable labor, we were unable to use ~ 
any of the road machinery at our command, a condition 
which operated to the detriment of road building. 

In spite of these facts, with a small force at our command, 
and favorable weather conditions, we were able to make some 
improvements in addition to regular routine work. 

The principal pomts of improvements were on the North 
Hampton, cross road from Hampton to Hampton Falls road, 
Beech Hill, Pike, Birch, Brentwood, Kingston, and the two 
Kensington roads. 

We were unable to secure any oil until the middle of August, 
just in time, however, to save the roads from wholly going to 
pieces. The oil was applied by the Standard Oil Company, 
with a pressure machine, a decided improvement over previous 
methods of application. 

Thus far, we have been fortunate in having no large snow 
bills to pay and there is quite a sum of money unexpended; 
to offset this there will be some bridge work the coming year, 
to what extent I am not able to say at this time. 

For the coming year I would suggest the usual amount of 
fifteen thousand dollars be appropriated.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 20,573. The total number of books given 
out during the past year was 36,347. These books are classi- 
fied as follows: Fiction, 20,569; juvenile fiction, 8,039; 
historical and general literary subjects, 7,739, of which number 
831 are juvenile non-fiction. Three hundred and ninety- 
eight new books have been added, 205 of these being credited 
to the Merrill funds; also 69 books have been replaced, and 
64 volumes of magazines bound.

Robinson Female Seminary 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Female Sem- 
inary: 

The opening of the Seminary for the fall term of the present 
school year promised such results as are produced by a well 
oiled machine in excellent repair. 

Mrs. Isabel Fernald Whitman, assistant in Domestic Arts, 
and Miss Elinor Johnson, instructor in Music, were the only 
new teachers. Mrs. Whitman was elected to the position 
made vacant by the promotion of Miss Susan Morse Bryant 
to the head of the Domestic Arts Department from which 
Miss Marion Hills had resigned, and Miss Johnson was elected 
to the vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Doris A. 
Melchert. 

School work was little more than well started when the 
influenza epidemic made it necessary to close the school for 
four weeks. The prevalence of the disease during the Christ- 
mas holidays prevented the carrying out of a plan to make 
up at that time one of the weeks previously lost. 

During the greater part of the present term we have been 
prolonging by a half hour the length of the school day. This 
arrangement is meeting with success and it should be possible 
by the end of June to make up the work lost as well as can 
be expected in a year so seriously hampered by illness as the 
present one has been. 

By the death of Miss Marion Heath Locke, the Seminary 
lost an active, progressive, energetic teacher, who was deeply 
interested in her profession, was loyal to the school, and 
was held in affectionate regard by pupils and fellow teachers. 

Because of her mother’s illness, leave of absence has been 
granted to Miss Fanny Perley. It is to be hoped that we 
shall not permanently lose the valuable services of this ex- 
cellent teacher. 3 
_ Mrs. Mildred Flower Fogg and Mrs. Myra Manning Koenig 
have been engaged as substitute teachers in these vacant 
positions. 
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This year’s enrollment of 238 is smaller than it has been 
for several years. Conditions caused by the war seem to be 
responsible for this fact. 

The course in Commerce continues to be popular and pro- 
ductive of excellent results. Several Seniors of this depart- 
ment are working in offices out of school hours and are satis- 
fying their employers with the quality of their work. 

The new floor in the Assembly Hall and the light paint on 
its walls distinctly increase the illumination of the room and 
make it decidedly more usable as well as productive of com- 
fort and good cheer. 

The needs of the Seminary in the matter of an adequate 
heating system, additional dressing room space, closets, 
tablet arm chairs and adjustable desks were brought to your 
attention last year and need not be repeated. 

There are repairs which should be made on the Principal’s 
house. Gutters are in bad condition, cellar walls are defective, 
and paint is needed on the exterior and interior of the house. 


Thoughtful consideration of some features of school admin- 
istration in the Seminary: convinces me that a change can be 
made which will be of great benefit to the pupils. 

Our recitation schedule gives neither to the teacher the 
time and opportunity properly to guide pupils, nor to pupils 
the time and opportunity to be guided. 

There is an inevitable daily congestion of work, which fre- 
quently forces pupils to pass to a second subject when a little 
more time spent on the first subject would result in a firmer 
grasp of the problem in hand. Eventually saving of time 
and effort would follow. 

While sufficient variety is essential to success, particularly in 
the lower classes, sufficient time for fully understanding a 
topic is equally essential and increasingly so from year to year. 

For several years educators have been considering prob- 
lems which have changed, both because living conditions have 
changed and because the requirements of the school pro- 
gramme have changed. 
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Pupils do not receive at home the intelligent help, guidance 
and interested attention of former years, because of a lack 
of time, ability or knowledge on the part of parents of changed 
methods of instruction. Attempts of parents often confuse 
rather than help pupils. 

It is possible to provide conditions in school hours within 
a school building which are more conducive to successful 
study than those which are found in many homes. There 
is a suggestion of study in school surroundings. Pictures, 
desks, and the attention of other pupils to study has a bene- 
ficial effect from the standpoint of interest in studies, atten- 
tion to and concentration upon them. 

Favorable conditions prevent waste and conserve energy, 
time and courage. 

Distractions at home are often so numerous that pupils 
are injured by their attempts to study in an impossible envir- 
onment. 

Modern changes in subjects, in content, in emphasis, in 
method, in class management, suggest corresponding changes 
to meet the needs of pupils. 

Data obtained from investigations and eapenentas cover- 
ing a series of years indicate that home study is relatively 
unproductive and that there is sound reason for some substi- 
tute for the method of mass instruction where individual in- 
struction or guidance is preferable. Individuals differ in 
ability, in rate and amount of work done, and in aptitudes 
for different subjects. There are several types of ability; 
some learn more readily by the use of the eye, others by re- 
membering what they hear, still others by impressions of the 
motor image formed by writing. 

If teachers had more opportunity to study individual needs 

and give a greater amount of individual guidance it would be — 
possible to be of far greater srvice. 
A six-hour day having six sixty-minute periods divided be- 
tween recitation and study offers the best solution of which 
I know. It could be carried out by beginning earlier in the 
day and increasing by a half hour the length of the present 
sessions. There would be no increase of expense involved. 
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Lesson assignments for the following day would be made 
at the end of the recitation period, prominence would be given 
to the assignment and development of the lesson and interest 
would be stimulated in the new problem. With these sug- 
gestions fresh in mind pupils would immediately proceed with 
the study of the subject. They would avoid deferring and 
forgetting the points suggested and would have time to ac- 
complish more than the present arrangement allows. Pupils 
would “‘strike while the iron is hot” and so save time and 
effort as well as acquire a more thorough understanding of 
the subject. 

Teachers would be able to work with pupils during the 
study period, guiding and directing wherever necessary, or 
leaving to their own devices those who could work out their 
problems alone. The great flexibility of the divided period 
has enabled teachers using it to suit to the needs of the pupils 
the instruction and guidance which they have given. By 
having an opportunity to correct mistakes when they are 
made a teacher is of much greater service to pupils than 
when she leaves corrections for another period. She is able 
to supervise the pupil and his environment to such a degree 
that the results surpass those attained under the present 
system, if we may credit the reports from places where the 
divided period has been in use. 

It is said that the plan greatly reduces the time spent in 
study outside of school hours and lessons the physical and 
mental strain on pupils because it gives as many periods for’ 
study as for recitation, and prevents the immediate following 
of one recitation by another. 

The conclusion from all reports where the plan has been 
tried is that the experiment has shown splendid results. 

The support and encouragement which teachers have been 
accorded by the Trustees has been greatly appreciated and 
has been a determining factor in the decision of some to re- 
main in the school where they were so cordially helped.

3rd. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 

4th. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the trust funds held by the town of Exeter, to hold office for 
three years. 

5th. To choose all other necessary town officers, auditors 
or committees for the ensuing year. 

6th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor, for repairing highways, . for. 
repairing and building bridges, for repairing and building 
sidewalks, for building drains and sewers, for oiling the streets, 
for payment of the town debt, for lighting the streets, for 
defraying the expenses of decorating the graves of Union 
soldiers, for preventing the spread of the brown tailed moth 
within the town, and for other charges arising within the 
town, and for the payment of the firemen for the ensuing year. 

7th. To hear the reports of committees heretofore chosen 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

8th. To see what sum the town will appropriate for in- 
cidental running and upkeep expenses of the Robinson Female 
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Seminary, including among other things, care of the grounds: 
and repairs to the building. | 

9th. To see if the town will appropriate two hundred and 
fifty dollars to be expended in this vicinity for controlling 
the white pine blister rust. It being understood that the 
state and federal government will each contribute a like sum. 

10th. On petition of William E. Moore and thirteen others: 
To see if the town will locate a hydrant at the junction of 
Epping and Brentwood roads and Columbus Avenue and 
appropriate money to maintain the same. 

tith. On petition of Joseph Kusiak and seventeen others: 
To see if the town will vote to accept the way known as Went- 
worth Street as a public street and appropriate money to 
improve the same. 

12th. On petition of William A. Francis and eighteen 
others: To see if the meeting will appoint a committee of five 
to report at a later meeting of the town a plan for a permanent 
war memorial for Exeter. 

13th. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of five 
hundred dollars to make necessary repairs on the old town 
hall building. 

14th. To see if the town will vote to purchase all or any 
part of the properties, assets, shares of stock, bonds, notes 
and other obligations of the Exeter, Hampton & Amesbury 
Street Railway, and to fix the price or prices therefor and 
the terms of any such purchase, or to purchase said property 
or properties in connection with the towns of Hampton, 
Hampton Falls and Seabrook, or any one or more of them. 

15th. To see if the town will vote to choose a committee 
to act on behalf of the town in connection with a like com- 
mittee chosen by the above named towns or any of them, in 
relation to the purchase of all or any part of the properties, 
assets, shares of stock, bonds, notes and other obligations of 
the Exeter, Hampton & Amesbury Street Railway, to fix the 
number of such committee and to determine the extent of its 
authority. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to operate any street

railway property, which may be acquired by it and the above 
named towns or any of them, and to pass such votes as may 
be appropriate for such purpose. 

17th. To see if the town will vote to establish a board of 
street railway commissioners, to act in connection with like 
board selected by one or more of the above named towns, 
fix the number thereof, their term of office and their com- 
pensation, powers and duties, and to choose such commis- 
sioners. 

18th. To see if the town will vote to raise by taxation and 
appropriate or to borrow and hire money on the credit of the 
town for the purpose of defraying the cost of purchasing any 
of the property, assets, shares of stock, bonds, notes and other 
obligations of the Exeter, Hampton & Amesbury Street Rail- 
way and for reconstructing and improving any such property 
and to issue any notes and bonds therefor and to fix the 
amount, times of payment, interest rate and selling price 
thereof. 

19th. To see if the town will vote in connection with the 
purchase of any of the property, assets, shares of stock, bonds, 
notes and other obligations of the Exeter, Hampton & Ames- 
bury Street Railway, to guarantee the payment, principal 
and interest of any of the bonds and notes of said corporation, 
and the performance of any of its outstanding contracts; and 
after any such purchase to guarantee the principal and inter- 
est of any notes or bonds of said corporation which may be 
issued for its lawful purposes. 

20th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the purpose of aiding any other town or towns in 
the operation of the Exeter, Hampton & Amesbury Street 
Railway property or any part thereof, if operated by such 
other town or towns. 

2ist. To see if the town will vote to take or to authorize 
any other action or proceeding in connection with the pur- 
chase of any of the property, assets, shares of stock, bonds, 
notes and other obligations of the Exeter, Hampton and Ames- 
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bury Street Railway, and the operation, improvement, and 
financing of the same. 

22nd. On petition of J. F. Stocks and thirteen others. To 
see if the town will vote to place two more electric lights in 
the Robinson Seminary yard and appropriate the expense 
therefor.
